Steinberg Visits 
Experiment Sta. 


Dr, Robert A. Steinberg, 
prominent plant physiologist in 
the Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., visited the 
Everglades Experiment Station 
Saturday for a conference with 
staff members. 

He has worked for many 
years on the requirements of 
plants, including some of the 
more important fungi, in terms 
of the essential trace elements, 
with particular emphasis on 
copper and zinc. He has also 
done much basic work with the 
amino acids of plants and found 
amazing similarities be tween 
the symptoms caused by the 
absence of certain trace ele- 
ments and the occurrence of 
excesses of certain of the amino 
acids. 

Having given such a good 
portion of his professional life 
to work with trace elements 
in relation to plant nutrition, 
Dr. Steinberg showed much in- 
terest in the results that have 
been obtained with at least four 
of them, copper, manganese, 
zine and boron, during the last 
quarter century as the basis of 
Everglades Agriculture as we 
now know it. 

Graduated George Washing- 
ton University in 1914 and re- 
ceived his doctor’s degree from 
Columbia University in 1919. 

Dr. Steinberg was on his way 
to the Regional Tobacco Confer- 
sence in Gainesville which was 
held on June 6, 7, and 8 where 
he presented a paper on the 
important work he has been 
doing on the role of trace ele- 
ments in the normal growth 
of tobacco.

Asks City Help In 
Getting Graveyard 


Belle Glade Interracial Coun- 
cil solicits aid from the City in 
the search for grounds to be 
used as Negro burial plots. 

In a letter to the City Com- 
mission Monday, the IC stated 
the Problem and suggested lo- 
gical location for a cemetery 
would be the Port Mayaca ar- 
ea. There was a Negro cemetery 
at Port Mayaca several years 
ago, but for the past five years 
all Negroes dying in the area 
have been transported to West 
Palm Beach or more distant 
points. This was done because 
there is no more space at Port 
Mayaca, according to the letter. 

The Interracial Council has 
been informed that in the im- 
mediate future the West Palm 
Beach Negro cemetery will not 
be available for burial of per- 
sons passing away in the 
Glades. 

The letter intimated that a 
tract of about 15 to 20 acres 
can be acquired from the Bes- 
semer interests. Mention was 
made of a rumor that R. L. 
Chastain would be willing to 
donate a tract of land for burial 
site, “provided the grantee is 
reliable and will properly main- 
tain it.”

Of Several Awards

My supervised farming pro- 
gram began in September, 19- 
47, I enrolled in Vocational Ag- 
riculture at Everglades Voca- 
tional High School, southwest 
of Belle Glade, Florida under 
Prof, J. J. Holliday, the local 
advisor. 

Tt was through Prof. Holli- 
day's class demonstrations that 
I became interested in conduct- 
ing an individual project. My 
first year’s project consisted of 
one-half acre of general gar- 
den vegetables and one-half 
acre of string beans. This year 
my gross sale amounted to $75.- 
00 of which my labor income 
was $40.60. The gross sale from 
my string beans was $355.0 
from this I received a labor i 
come of $157.60. 

My second year in thís pro- 
gram I made an acre increase. 
My general garden project re- 
mained one acre, but I added 
one-half acre of black eye peas 
and one-half acre of lettuce. 
This year my labor income 
amounted to $304.25, I began 
to look forward to increasing 
my project extensively for the 
third year. In order to do this 
I contacted a local farmer who 
owns a large tract of land in 
my community of South Bay,| 
Florida, and explained my aim 
to him. He seemed to become 
interested in my plans and con- 
sented to rent as many acres as 
I desired for $12.00 per acre. 
As I was anxiously awaiting 
this opportunity, we settled on 
an eleven acre plot. In Octo- 
ber, 1949, I again, planted my 
original two acres in general 
garden produce. By January in| 
1950 I had planted 5 acres of 
the newly rented land in black 
eye peas and the other 6 acres 
in lettuce. January, being a 
very cold month, my black eye 
peas were killed by the cold, 
but my lettuce pulled through| 
nicely. By the middle of May I 
| had sold over 600 bushels of let- 
tuce that brought me grossly} 
$1,950.00. The labor, income 
amounted to $900.50. 

After having had a great suc- 
cess in my supervised farming| 
program, while attending the| 
22nd NFA Convention at Flori- | 
da A. & M. College from May! 
31st to June 3rd, I was awarded 
the following: 

Winnet of the Future Farm- 
ers Foundation Award; State 
Farmers Degree of 1950; Mod- 
ern Farmers Degree; A trip to! 
the National NFA Convention 
to be held at Tuskegee Insti- 
tute, Alabama, this summer; A 
trip to the National Judging! 
Contest to be held at Atlanta, 
Georgia early in the fall. 

My supervised farming pro- 
gram will appear in the Amer- 
ican Farm Youth Magazine in 
this year's fall issue. 

Having been a NFA member 
for the last three years, I have| 
held the following positions: 

Business manager of my class 
during the school year 1947-48. 
President of my class during 
the school year 1948-49. Mem- 
ber of Y.M.C.A. for the last 
three years. Member of school 
choral group for three years. 
Member of school baseball team 
for two years. 

My fourth year in Vocational 
| Agriculture will be my biggest | 
| year. I hope to increase my su-| 
pervised program to 15 acres.
